GHI Expenses Down 
For First Quarter

First-quarter 1968 financial re¬ 
ports for Greenbelt Homes, Inc., 
show a drop in disbursements of 
some $19,000 below the budgeted 
level of $376,500. Much of this 
drop can be attributed to a late 
start in the trim paint and water 
line replacement programs. Both 
programs are expected to speed up 
in the coming months and absorb 
the full amounts set aside for these 
projects. 

Offsetting to some extent these 
delayed programs were additional 
payroll costs for maintenance and 
repair work for the brick homes. 
Also a major boiler needed replace¬ 
ment, so that the first quarter 
saw $9,567 expended for this item 
out of $20,000 budgeted for the 
entire year. 

Most other expenditure items 
showed little deviation from the 
anticipated budget. Heating costs 
were up over last year, not so 
much because of rising fuel oil pri¬ 
ces, but because of increased con¬ 
sumption. On the income side, ac¬ 
tual receipts practically coincided 
with anticipated receipts. 

Because of seasonal factors 
which greatly increase heating 
costs during the winter, the first- 
quarter financial report always 
shows an excess of dlsbursments 
over receipts. However, the excess 
in 1968 was only $28,400, compared 
with $43,800 in 1967 and $49,100 in 
1966. The narrowing of the gap 
between receipts and disburse¬ 
ments in recent years can be attri¬ 
buted to annual increases in 
monthly charges. 
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monthly charges (after deducting 

for principal and interest) yielded 
$285,600, compared with $272,400 
for a comparable period in 1967 
and $263,600 for 1966.

City Notes 

Four dead or dying sycamores on 

Centerway, infected with anthrac- 
nosis, were removed by the Parks 
crew to prevent further spread of 
the disease, which is incurable. 
Other sycamores on Centerway, 
which are on private land, are also 
infected. Those planted in the 
parking lots, however, are curent- 
Iy healthy. Young sweetgum trees, 
infected with another disease, were 
also removed from Candy Cane 
City. Since that playground area 
is already heavily wooded, their 
loss will make little difference. 
But the Centerway trees will be 
replaced by some form of landsca¬ 
ping, to be done later in the total 
renovation of the Center mall. 

Two building permits of interest 
to Greenbeltcrs were issued during 
the last ten days of May. One is 
for an addition to the Springhill 
Lake elementary school. The other, 
for an alteration at the Beltway 
Plaza shopping center, will prepare 
for the opening of a pizza shop 
where a carpet store was formerly 
located. 

The Public Works Dept, replaced 
five or six sections of broken side¬ 
walk on Periwinkle Court in Box¬ 
wood and on Orange Ct. at Green- 
tree PL in Lakewood. They also 
installed permanent benches for 
players at the three ball diamonds 
on Braden Field. 


SURPRISE PARTY 
FOR MRS. BOWMAN

When Mrs. Ruth Bowman and 
her kindergarteners emerged from 
their classroom on the last day of 
school on June 16 for some outdoor 
fun, they found a crowd of some fif¬ 
ty persons gathered around a gaily 
decorated table covered with good¬ 
ies. The surprise party was in honor 
of Mrs. Bowman, who is retiring 
after teaching kindergarten clas¬ 
ses at North End School for four¬ 
teen years. For most of this per¬ 
iod the program was operated as 
a cooperative, since the public 
school system did not include kin¬ 
dergartens until recent years. 

Mrs. Bowman played a major 
role not only as a devoted teacher, 
but also in guiding and shaping 
the co-op kindergarten program in 
Greenbelt, which was recognized 
throughout the county for its high 
standards. Parents taking their 
turn.-* helping in the classroom 
found that her outstanding teach¬ 
ing ability, patience and good hu¬ 
mor provided an education for them 
as well as their children. 

Among those attending the re¬ 
ception were parents of Mrs. Bow¬ 
man’s former and present students 
- some were out-of-towners who 
returned for the occasion. Mrs. 
Maxine Cunningham, former prin¬ 
cipal of North End School, also 
joined the group in paying tribute 
to Mrs. Bowman. One mother 
holding a baby in her arms sum¬ 
med up the feelings of all when 
she expressed regret that her 
youngster would not have the op¬ 
portunity to be in Mrs. Bowman’s 
kindergarten class. 

Prior to coming to North End 
School, Mrs. Bowman taught for 
two years at the Greenbelt Co-op 
Nursery School, which was at that 
time located in the basement of an 
apartment on Parkway. She and 
her husband, Bruce, and their chil¬ 
dren, Peter, Sandy and Barbara 
have lived in Greenbelt since 1944 
(14-Z-3 Laurel Hill).

Dedication Committee Chairman 
McDonald told the group that the 
dedication ceremonies will probab¬ 
ly take place on or around Labor 
Day and will include an appro¬ 
priate speaker, hopefully from the 
Roosevelt family.

Boat Permits Available 

Boat permits for the operating 
of boats on Greenbelt Lake are 
now being issued to city residents 
at the City Offices during regular 
office hours. Applications may also 
be obtained at the City Offices and 
will be mailed upon request. The 
City Manager’s office also expects 
to send application forms to pers¬ 
ons previously holding boat per¬ 
mits. The cost of the permit is 
$3.00 a year. 

Boats will not have to be inspec¬ 
ted at the time the permit is is¬ 
sued, but inspections will be made 
later in the season. In addition, 
special hours will be scheduled at 
the Lake Park during which boats 
may be registered and inspected, 
and permit holders may receive as¬ 
sistance in applying registration 
numbers. A new ordinance enact¬ 
ed this spring requires all boats 
using the lake to bear registration 
numbers at least 4 inches in height. 

The ordinance prohibits the op¬ 
eration of motor boats and of sail 
boats 16 feet or more in length. 
Boats are required to be either 
naturally buoyant or to have built- 
in flotation equipment so as to 
float if capsized. They must be 
kept in good repair and safe con¬ 
dition. Children under 12 must 
be accompanied by at least one 
person over 18, and all children 
or persons who cannot swim must 
wear life preservers. There also 
must be one life preserver or 
buoyant cushion in the boat for 
each person. Boating is not per¬ 
mitted after dark except during 
special events such as the Fourth 
of July Fireworks and band con¬ 
certs. 

Until ample time has been given 
for boat owners to obtain permits 
under the new ordinance, the per¬ 
mit provisions will not be enforc¬ 
ed. However, all safety require¬ 
ments are being enforced at this 
time.

The monthly Jog Along of one 
and one-half miles at your own 
pace will be held Saturday, June 
29, at 10:30 a.m. at the peninsula 
on Greenbelt Lake.

stance and life by the Woman’s 
Club under Mrs. Harper’s leader¬ 
ship. 

Local Support 

Support was obtained from lead* 
ing civic groups in town. Money 
was raised to meet the costs of 
obtaining a plaque and fencing. 
The cooperation of city officials 
was secured in providing the nec¬ 
essary labor and assistance in con¬ 
structing the Memorial. 

Mrs. Goode related how Smith 
and Mrs. Harper searched long and 
hard at antique shops and junk 
yards for the iron fencing sur¬ 
rounding the tree. They finally 
ended up with fences slightly lar¬ 
ger than the original design which 
caused a minor crisis as they en¬ 
croached 38 inches on non-city pro¬ 
perty. However, the of owners of 
the abutting property, Mr. and 
Mrs. Robert Umberger, consented 
to give the city an easement for 
use of their property for the Mem¬ 
orial, 

Smith told how six granite 
stones were obtained from the con¬ 
tractor, Leo Butler, for the Memor¬ 
ial foundation. These stones had 
been removed some forty years ear¬ 
lier from one of the Capitol street 
abutments. Each stone weighs 906 
pounds. Smith also said that some 
of the original Belgian cobblestones 
used in the Center Mall, which ar¬ 
rived in this country as ballast, 
were also used as inserts in the 
Memorial. 

Dayton Hull, son of the late Rev¬ 
erend Robert C. Hull, told what it 
was like when he lived in Greenbelt 
in the 1940’s. Some of his recollec¬ 
tions included (1) monthly rental of 
$38 with $1.80 for electricity and $1 
for water; (2) regulations against 
hanging wash after 4 p.m. to avoid 
giving the model community an mk 
tidy look; (3) ban on dogs - a vote 
which split the town, 

Greenbelt Characteristics 

Greenbelt, Hull said, captured the 
attention of the people throughout 
the United States, and attracted 
such professional visitors as politi¬ 
cal scientists, landscape designers, 
architects and land use planners. 
He listed these characteristics 
which made the display town so 
different from other communities: 
(1) The proliferation of clubs and 
activities: (2) Cohesiveness - the 
focus of town interest in the cen¬ 
ter, where people saw each other 
in ways that were not possible in 
other communities. (3) Freedom - 
freedom from slums, from group 
intolerance, from profiteering, and 
from the more garish aspects of 
commercialism. (4) A city char¬ 
acterized by a clever design of 
parks and open space so that chil¬ 
dren were free to grow and play 
in a parklike setting. (5) Individ¬ 
ual identification with the com¬ 
munity. Hull, a former member of 
the News Review editorial board, 
noted that no formal background 
was needed to get active in Green¬ 
belt - the first four mayors includ¬ 
ed a government clerk, airplane 
mechanic, electrician and accoun¬ 
tant. 

Frank Lewis of the Greenbelt Li¬ 
brary Board told of plans made in 
connection with the new Greenbelt 
Library to have a corner where 
old photographs, newspaper clip¬ 
pings, and memorabilia would be 
stored. Negatives will be made of 
photos borrowed from the Library 
of Congress collection and copies 
will be available for purchase. 

Don Cooper, active in the 1940’s 
in the Co-op movement and in the 
publication of the News Review 
(then known as the CooperatorX 
presented a series of slides illus¬ 
trating the growth of the co-op 
movement. Starting in Greenbelt 
with one supermarket and atten¬ 
dant local shops, the Greenbelt 
Consumer Services now has grown 
to 20 stores spread out throughout 
the metropolitan area. Cooper said, 
“Although we now have our offices 
in Beltsville, we still think of 
Greenbelt as the home of America’s 
largest cooperative.”

Gun Controls Needed 

To the Editor: 

In view of recent tragic events, 
people everywhere are up in arms 
(no pun intended) over firearms. 
As a member of the NR A and a 
local gun club, I would like to add 
my two cents worth. 

We definitely need stronger gun 
controls and I am in agreement 
with most of those suggested, such 
as registration for all firearms, 
ballistic tests for each weapon pur¬ 
chased, a complete ban on all fire¬ 
arm mail orders and an age limit 
requirement for purchase of guns 
and ammunition. 

However, I am adamantly a- 
gainst any legislation that would 
prohibit people from owning fire¬ 
arms altogether. Although I am 
only a target shoooter, not a good 
one at that, I enjoy immensely my 
practice sessions on the range and 
engage in them frequently. While 
my hobby is more dangerous than 
bowling, with common sense a gun 
can be safer than a car. 

Ironically, the gun owners to be 
feared most are generally those 
who own a gun for “protection.” 
Usually these owners are not mem¬ 
bers of gun clubs, rarely if ever 
practice on a range and keep their 
weapons loaded in an easily acces¬ 
sible place. Unfortunately, a vio¬ 
lent argument or even a child mo¬ 
ving in the night, have triggered 
off these weapons. 

Crimes in which a gun is used 
will undoubtedly decrease after the 
proposed gun control law takes 
effect. But a person with violence 
in his heart will be deterred only 
momentarily. According to the 
FBI, 10,000 stabbings were report¬ 
ed in 1966. These figures will pro¬ 
bably increase in the next few 
years as the availability of guns 
become limited. Then, I suppose 
we can look forward to knife con¬ 
trol laws. All I can say is “guard 
your steak knives, friends!”
